WILL 
ARREST 
RING-LEADER 


Rio Janeiro. Jan. 20.—The Brazilian 
police have discovered an anarchistic 
plot here having as its object the fle- 
Btruction of part of 
the 
American 
fleet 
now lying in the harbor. 
The 
conspiracy, while centering in Rio Ja- 
neiro and Petropolis. has ramiflcatlong 
in Sao Paulo and Minas Geraes. 
An 
individual named Jean Fedher was the 
chief conspirator here, although It is 
understood 
that 
foreign 
anarchists 
are deeply Involved in the plot. 
Fed- 
her Is believed to have fled to Sao 
Paulo, and the police. Avho know him, 
have been sent to that place for the 
purpose of apprehending him. 


One of the detectives, who was well 
acquainted with Fedher, having served 
on the police force at Petropolis for 
some time, returned from that place, 
after having made investigations there, 
and had a long conference with the 
chief of police at Rio Janeiro, 
The 
latter gave it to be understood later 
that the Sao Paulo police are on the 
track of the arch-conspirator and ex- 
pect to arrest him soon. 


In an official note the chief of police 
says: 


"Some time before the arrival of 
the American fleet at Rio Janeiro the 
Brazilian 
government 
received 
from 
Washington 
and Paris advices 
that 
anarchists of different nationalities In- 
tended to damage one or several of 
the ships of the American 
fleet. 
The 
names and addresses of the conspira- 
tors 
were 
Indicated 
by Information 
which the police 
here had, received 
previously from France and 'Germany. 
The police of this district are work- 
ing with the police of Sao Paulo and 
Minas Gereas. and I am sure every 
precaution will be exercised and the 
most rigorous vigilance observed, both 
on land and at sea, to prevent any In- 
Jury being done." 


The chief of 
police, after 
having 
made this official statement, said that 
he did not feel he should go Into anv 
further details with regard to the con- 
spiracy, but he authorized the state- 
ment that the plot was organized by 
Fedher.#and he added that the people 
of the United States could rest easy, 
as all of the conspirators had taken 
refuge in the Interior, 


As yet the people of Brazil are Ig- 
norant of the plot to do Injury to the 
visitors, although there has been some 
Blight Inkling of the matter. The im- 
pression which the exposure of this 
plot will create here will be a pro- 
found one, because It Is the flrst anar- 
chistic çonspiray that has ever been 
known In Brazil. 


MURDERED AND ROBBED 


Man's Throat Cut and Body Thrown 
On Railroad Tracki. 


Baltimore. Jan. 21.—The dead body 
of John C, McKeown, a glassblower. 
whose home was In Philadelphia, was 
found on the tracks of the Baltimore & 
Ohio railroad, near 
Rossvllle, 
Balti- 
more county. 
The lower part of the 
body was badly mutilated and had evi- 
dently been run over by a train. 
The 
upper part, however, showed but two 
wounds. 
The skull .was fractured and 
the throat was cleanly cut from ear to 
ear, 
McKeown, who was about forty 
years old, was on his way to Philadel- 
phia from this city. When he left here 
he had some money, but none was 
found on the body. The Baltimore po- 
lice and the Baltimore & Ohio railroad 
detectives believe that the man was 
robbed and murdered, and expect to 
make an arrest shortly, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the coroner's Jury 
who viewed the body decided the case 
was one of accidental death. 


A Dust Shower at 8ea. 


New York, Jan. 20.—A strange phe- 
nomena in the Gulf of Mexico of a 
dust shower at sea was reported by 
the steamer Monterey, which arrived 
from Vera Cruz and Havana. 
The 
Monterey's 
officers 
declare that on 
Jan. 31, the night before arriving at 
Progreso, a peculiar white 
powder, 
like flour, fell from the skies. It was 
not a volcanic dust, there being no 
grit In ihe composition. The dust be- 
came sticky after falling in the vessel. 


FUNERALS OF 


FIRE VICTIMS 


Boyertown, Pa,. Jan. 20,—Boyertowr 
has at last come to a realization ol 
the horror of the holocaust that wiped 
out 173 lives. Every person living here 
turned out to pay their last respects 
to the victims of the Rhoads Opera 
House disaster. It was one long pro 
cession of carriages. In every strcel 
funeral corteges, moving toward Fair 
view and Union cemeteries, wore tc 
be seen. 


At the burial grounds the stream ol 
carriages and 
mourners waited 
foi 
hours to get in. The grave 
diggers 
did not get their work done, and it 
was necessary in many cases to half 
the funeral until the graves could be 
made ready. There were not hearses 
enough to go around nor undertakers 
enough to care for the dead. 


It was a common sight at the cemo 
teries to see cortegos standing in the 
various avenues waiting for the moD 
to 
finish 
graves or waiting for the 
minister. 
Twenty-five funerals were 
held Friday ami sixty Saturday. 


The bodies of twenty-four unidentl 
fled dead were burled In the Fairvie"« 
cemetery In this place. 


Upwards of 10.000 persons attended 
the services that marked the Interment 
of the fire victims, who were buried 
In one long trench, dug In a clrculai 
shape. 
No eulogy was delivered ¿vl 
the grave, the ceremonies b^ing oJ 
the simplest sort. 
Four ministers rep- 
relenting as many denominations, read 
the plain burial service of their respec- 
tive churches. 
Each body was encased 
In a plain coffin and they lie separated 
In the ditch by brick walls. 
In time a 
monument, marked with the names oi 
those reported missing since the fire 
and who are supposed to have been 
burned to death, will be erected in the 
centre of the circular mound which 
mark« the one big grave.^ 


In connection with the missing, II 
developed that one more person has 
been reported lost to Coroner Strasser 
than has been Indicated by the bodies 
found, so that It Is apparent some par- 
sons may have been entirely consumpd 
In the flames that swept the Ill-fated 
opera house. 


The mystery surrounding the finding 
of the body of a woman dressed Ir 
man's clothing In the fire has beer 
solved. 


Mrs. Rebecca Diamond, coming here 
from Philadelphia In answer to a tele 
gram 
from 
Coroner Strasser, posi 
tively Identified the body of the sup 
posed stranger as that of her daughtei 
Rose, and announced that the coro 
ner's dispatch had reached her just ir 
time to prevent the burial of anothei 
as her daughter. 


FrE^nk England, a cousin of Rosf 
Diamond, came here from 
Philadel 
phia 
and 
declared that the signet 
ring, bearing the Initial letter "R," the 
diamond earrings, necklace and thf 
bracelet found on the body were those 
of his cousin, Even In the case of this 
the authorities would have been In 
dined to believe that the jewels haf 
been stolen from Miss Diamond in the 
course of the evening by the stranger 
but for the fact that the earrings were 
fastened in the ears. 


Then the question arose, why. If the 
body were really that of Miss Diamond 
Bhe should have been attired In trou 
sers. A number of men who had gath 
ered about the door of the hall the 
night of the entertainment were inter- 
viewed, and each 
declared that he 
well remembered the arrival of the 
pretty girl, and that there certainly 
was nothing about her to suggest 8 
disguise. 


Coroner Strasser then wired to Mrs 
Diamond, in Philadelphia, where she 
was about to Inter the supposed body 
of her daughter. The funeral was im- 
mediately halted and 
Mrs. Diamond 
boarded the first train for Boyertown. 
Immediately on examining the jewelry 
Bhe announced that It was undoubt 
edly that of 
her 
daughter, and ar- 
ranged for the exchange of the bodies 


It then developed upon the authori 
ties to arrive at some explanation ol 
the clothing found upon the body. An 
Inquiry was Instituted to find out Its 
exact condition when found, and the 
manner In whoch the clothing 
was 
fastened to It. As a result of this the 
opinion was expressed by the coroner 
and the borough officials that the girl's 
body had lain under that of a man 
whose clothing dropped from his body 
and onto that of the girl and became 
fast there, while soaked with water., 
and then subject to the great heat. It 
is 
freely admitted 
that there 
are 
points of this explanation which do 
not explain, and which are not satis 
factory, but in view of the positive 
gtatements of 
all those 
concerned 
and especially the fact that Rose Dia | 
mond's earrings were In the ears o- 
the mysterious corpse, it was conced 
ed to be the only one possible at the 
present time.

jumped 
some of them from the third 
floor 
Men from tho neighborhood soon ar 
rivod and held the swinging portion 
of the fire escape so that its end re 
malned stationary on the ground, and 
tho girls who 
had not Jumped were 
being helped down, when the 
firemen 
came and with their ladders rescued 
those who were jammed on the uppe? 
stretces of the fire escape, 


Tho whole Interior of the building 
was eaten out by the flames, causlne 
a loss of $75,000, moat of which falls 
on the underwear company. 


ENTOMBED MINERS SAVED 


Were Imprisoned Forty-six Days 1000 
Feet Below the Surface. 


Ely, Nev., Jan. 20. — After havlnc 
been entombed forty-six days 1000 feel 
below the surface In the Alpha shaft 
of the Glroux mine, A. D. Bailoy, P. J 
Brown and Fred McDonald were res 
cued. "Whistles all over tho camp blew 
loudly, while crowds cheered In the 
streets of Ely to the ringing of bells. 


"Ah" was the only word of Bailey 
the first to reach the outer air. 
He 
tottered forward Into the arms of com- 
rades, who in a few minutes recuper- 
ated him. 


"Is that you, Arthur?" queried Fred 
McDonald, as his brother stopped for- 
ward and embraced him after nearly 
seven 
weeks 
of 
separation. 
"By 
George, it certainly seems good to no 
out of that hole" he said as he was led 
away, telling his brother of his terrlhle 
experience. 


"Somebody give me a chev,r of to- 
bacco" said Brown, with a laugh as he 
was led from the mine shaft to the 
change room of the mine whore the 
three men were made comfortable. 


They were Imprisoned on Dac. 4 by 
the shaft caving In. At first it wae 
thought they v/ere killed but twenty- 
four hours after the accident the three 
buried men managed to make them- 
selves heard by tapping on a six Inch 
water 
pipe 
that 
reached 
from 
the 
pumping station to the surface. 
Com- 
munication was established with the 
world above and food and drink were 
plenteousiy lowered through the pipe 
A portable telephone was lowered and 
the men were able to talk with people 
above.

age, broke through while crossing the 
ice on Klrchgessner's pond and were 
drowned. 


Arthur 
and Harry Morgan, twins, 
fifteen 
years old, and Horace Weeks, 
twelve years old, were drowned 
at 
Tenafiy after breaking through the Ice 
of a small pond there. Two whining 
collie dogs on the bank and a stretch 
of v/ater in the center of the pond. In 
which two hats were floating, told the 
tale of the tragedy to people who had 
been attracted by the barkln? of the 
little animals. The dogs were owned 
by the Morgan boys. 


BLOWN UP BY DYNAMITE 


Pump House of Colliery Near Wilkes- 
Barre Destroyed.

Rio Janeiro, Jan. 20,—The Brazilian 
police have discovered an anarchistic 
plot here having as its object the de­ 
struction of part of 
the 
American 
fleet now lying in the harbor. 
The 
conspiracy, while centering in Rio Ja- 
neiro and Petropolis, has ramifications 
in Sao Paulo and Minas Geraes. 
An 
individual named Jean Fedher was the 
chief conspirator here, although it is 
understood 
that 
foreign 
anarchists 
are deeply involved in the plot. 
Fed­ 
her is believed to have fled to Sao 
Paulo, and the police, who know him, 
have been sent to that place for the 
purpose of apprehending him. 
One of the detectives, who was well 
acquainted with Fedher, having served 
on the police force at Petropolis for 
some time, returned from that place, 
after having made investigations there, 
and had a long conference with the 
chief of police at Rio Janeiro, 
The 
latter gave it to be understood later 
that the Sao Paulo police are on the 
track of the arch-conspirator and ex­ 
pect to arrest him soon. 
In an official note the chief of i)olice 
•ays: 
"*Some time before the arrival of 
the American fleet at Rio Janeiro the 
Brazilian government received from 
Washington and Paris advices that 
anarchists of different nationalities in­ 
tended to damage one or several of 
the ships of the American fleet. 
The 
names and addresses of the conspira­ 
tors were indicated by Information 
which the police 
here liad, received 
previously from France and ^Germany. 
The police of this district are work­ 
ing with the police of Sao Paulo and 
Minas Gereas, and I am sure every 
precaution will be exercised and the 
most rigorous vigilance observed, both 
on land and at sea, to prevent any in­ 
jury being done.'’ 
The chief of 
police, after 
having 
made this official statement, said that 
he did not feel he should go into anv 
further details with regard to the con­ 
spiracy, but he authorized the state­ 
ment that the plot was organized by 
Fedher,#and he added that the people 
of the United States could rest easy, 
as all of the conspirators had taken 
refuge in the interior. 
As yet the people of Brazil are ig­ 
norant of the plot to do injury to the 
visitors, although there has been some 
Blight inkling of the matter. The Im­ 
pression which the exposure of this 
plot will create here will be a pro­ 
found one, because it is the first anar­ 
chistic çonspiray that has ever been 
known in Brazil. 


MURDERED AND ROBBED 


Man's Throat Cut and Body Thrown 
On Railroad Tracks. 
Baltimore, Jan. 21.—^The dead body 
of John C. McKeown, a glassblower, 
whose home was in Philadelphia, was 
found on the tracks of the Baltimore & 
Ohio railroad, near 
Rossville, 
Balti­ 
more county. 
The lower part of the 
body was badly mutilated and had evi­ 
dently been run over by a train. The 
upper part, however, showed but two 
wounds. The skull ,was fractured and 
the throat was cleanly cut from ear to 
ear. 
McKeown, who was about forty 
years old, was on his way to Philadel­ 
phia from this city. When he left here 
he had some money, but none was 
found on the body. The Baltimore po­ 
lice and the Baltimore & Ohio railroad 
detectives believe that the man was 
robbed and murdered, and expect to 
make an arrest shortly, notwithstand­ 
ing the fact that the coroner's Jury 
who viewed the body decided the case 
was one of accidental death. 


A Dust Shower at 8ea. 
New York, Jan. 20.—A strange phe­ 
nomena in the Gulf of Mexico of a 
dust shower at sea was reported by 
the steamer Monterey, which arrived 
from Vera Cruz and Havana. 
The 
Monterey's 
officers 
declare that on 
Jan. 11, the night before arriving at 
Progreso, a peculiar white 
powder, 
like flour, fell from the skies. It was 
not a volcanic dust, there being no 
grit In the composition. The dust be­ 
came sticky after falling in the vessel. 


FUNERALS OF 
FIRE VICTIMS 


Boyertown, Pa*. Jan, 20,—^Boyertown 
has at last come to a realization oi 
the horror of the holocaust that wiped 
out 173 lives. Every person living here 
turned out to pay their last respects 
to the victims of the Rhoads Opere 
House disaster. It Avas one long pro 
cession of carriages. In every street 
funeral corteges, moving toward Fair 
view and Union cemeteries, wore tc 
be seen. 
At the burial grounds the stream ol 
carriages and mourners w^aited foi 
hours to get in, Tho grave diggers 
did not get their work done, and 11 
was necessary in many cases to hall 
the funeral until the graves could be 
made ready. There were not hearses 
enough to go around nor undertakers 
enough to care for the dead. 
It was a common sight at the cemo 
teries to see cortegos 'Standing in the 
various avenues waiting for the meu 
to finish graves or waiting for the 
minlster. 
Twenty-five funerals were 
held Friday and sixty Saturday. 
The bodies of twenty-four unldentl 
fled dead w^ere burled in the Fairvie\^ 
cemetery in this place. 
Upwards of 10,000 persons attended 
the services that marked the interment 
of the fire victims, who were buried 
in one long trench, dug in a circulai 
shape. No eulogy was delivered ci\ 
the grave, the ceremonies b^ing ol 
the simplest sort. Four ministers rep- 
relenting as many denominations, read 
the plain burial service of their respec­ 
tive churches. 
Each body was encased 
in a plain coffin and they lie separated 
in the ditch by brick walls. In time a 
monument, marked with the names ol 
those reported missing since tho flre 
and who are supposed to have been 
burned to death, will be erected in the 
centre of the circular mound which 
mark« the one big grave. ^ 
In connection w^ith the missing, ii 
developed that one more person has 
been reported lost to Coroner Strasser 
than has been indicated by the bodie« 
found, so that it is apparent some par­ 
sons may have been entirely consumed 
In the flames that swept the ill-fated 
opera house. 
The mystery surrounding the finding 
of the body of a woman dressed ic 
man’s clothing in the fire has beer 
solved. 
Mrs. Rebecca Diamond, coming here 
from Philadelphia in answer to a tele 
gram 
from 
Coroner Strasser, posl 
tively identified the body of the sup 
posed stranger as that of her daughtei 
Rose, and announced that the coro 
ner's dispatch had reached her Just ir 
time to prevent the burial of anothei 
as her daughter. 
Frank England, a cousin of Rosf 
Diamond, came here from Philadel 
phia 
and 
declared that the signet 
ring, bearing the initial letter “R," thf 
diamond earrings, necklace and the 
bracelet found on the body were those 
of his cousin. Even in the case of this 
the authorities would have been in 
dined to believe that the jewels haf 
been stolen from Miss Diamond in the 
course of the evening by the stranger 
but for the fact that the earrings w^erc 
fastened in the ears. 
Then the question arose, why, if the 
body were really that of Miss Diamond 
she should have been attired in trou 
sers. A number of men who had gath

separation.

“Somebody give me a chev/ of to­ 
bacco" said Brown, with a laugh as he 
was led from the mine shaft to the 
change room of the mine whore the 
three men were made comfortable. 
They were imprisoned on Dac. 4 by 
the shaft caving in. At first it wae 
thought they v/ere killed but twenty- 
four hours after the accident the three 
buried men managed to make them­ 
selves heard by tapping on a six inch 
water pipe that reached from 
the 
pumping station to the surface. Com­ 
munication was established with the 
world above and food and drink were 
plenteously lowered through the pipe 
A portable telephone was lowered and 
the men were able to talk with peopl« 
above.

ests, not in those of the people at large. 
This was tho fallacy that led even 
so eminent a writer as the late Sir Henry Maine to do Injustice to democracy. 
He .pointed out its faults.. He omitted to point out the faults of other govern- 
ments. 
All governments have their defects. 


Alhough the best institutions and the best 
administration 
system are 
worth playing for and» striving for, there Is another thing even more important 
That thing is the participation in the work of government by the whole body 
of tho people. Leaders, honest, capable, courageous men are just as neces- 
sary in a democracy as in other forms of government. 
The people must seek 
them out, must honor them, must give them, if their honesty is proved, Its 
confidence. But the whole people must continue to watch everything they do, 
and never surrender its Judgment or its votes into their hands. 


When things go wrong it is not so often from errors of judgment on the 
part of the people as it is from an excess of party spirit which has led them 
to follow blindJy an unscrupulous leader, or from an Indifference and negli- 
gence which has enabled xmscrupulous and selfish men to pursue their own 
advantage at the expense of the public good.

Kingsbury luund in her inquiry into the relations of children to the industries 
ior the special report on the subject issued by the Massachusetts Commis- 
sion on Industrial and Technical Education, in IDOG, that many parents, when 
their children reach the end of the compulsory school period, would gladly 
make great sacrifices to keep their children in school if they were able to 
see any direct practical advantage in further school training. 


There is something decidedly wrong in a social system which permits 
large numbers of children to leave school and waste from two to four years 
of adolescence in unskilled labor for a wage so small that it can claim no

of the nation in the world, but it is certain to govern in the own class inter­ 
ests, not in those of the people at large. 
This was tho fallacy that led even 
so eminent a waiter as the late Sir Henry Maine to do injustice to democracy. 
He -pointed out its faults.» He omitted to point out the faults of other govern­ 
ments. 
All governments have their defects, 
Alhough the best institutions and the best 
administration 
system áre 
worth playing for and» striving for, there is another thing even more important. 
That thing is the participation in the work of government by the whole body 
of tho people. Leaders, honest, capable, courageous men are just as neces­ 
sary in a democracy as in other forms of government. 
The people must seek 
them out, must honor them, must give them, if their honesty is proved, Its 
confidence. 
But the whole people must continue to watch everything they do, 
and never surrender its judgment or its votes into their hands. 
When things go wrong it is not so often from errors of judgment on the 
part of the people as it is from an excess of party spirit which has led them 
to follow blindly an unscrupulous leader, or from an indifference and negli­ 
gence which has enabled imscrupulous and selfish men to pursue their own

see any direct practical advantage in further school training.

They have been recommended by an 
investigator named Wederlake. 
First 
he extracts any oil or fat which may 
be in the thread by soaking In ether, 
then he sterilizes It by boiling in bi- 
chloride of mercury, next he 
treats 
it to a process which deposits silver 
In the fibre, and 
finally 
he coats It 
with a solution of Indiarubber. 
That 
particular product, he 
thinks, 
could 
not undergo change from the absorp- 
tion of fiulds or become Infected. 
An- 
other 
of his plans 
Is to soak 
the 
thread 
for between 
twenty 
seconds 
and four minutes In sulphuric 
acid 
and, after free washing with 
water, 
to remove the moisture with alcohol. 
The silk is then subjected to a hard- 
ening process by means of 
tannin 
and absolute 
alcohoj. 
This silk 
is 
said to be as strong as untreated silk 
and Is rendered flexible by treatment 
with glycerine. 
It can be sterilized 
by boiling in bichloride solution, and 
when buried In the tissues it com- 
pletely disappears at the 
expiration 
of from four to six weeks. 


When Credit Becomes a Lmh. 


Every merchant who sells on cred- 
it is a partner with the buyer to the 
extent of his sale during the period 
elapsing until payment Is made, and 
as such has a right to know 
the 
financial 
condition of his debtor. This 
sense of partnorshhi)^ is rarely recog- 
nized 
by either party to the sale. 
Every man should regard a time sale 
as a money loan. 
He would not care 
to ask his jobber for the loan on an 
account of money equal to the value 
of the goods he buys on time. 
But 
he does the equivalent of that when 
he 
asks 
the jobber 
to extend 
his 
credit be>t)nd the time for payments 
set by the terms agreed upon. 
If 
the buyer were to go to his 
bank 
and borrow the money necessary to 
pay for the goods on the same time, 
he would not only have to pay the 
legal rate of Interest, but a premium 
besides, and if he did not meet the 
obligation on its maturity would have 
to satisfy the bank that the account 
was 
good 
and 
collectable 
and, oC 
course, pay the interest for the ex- 
tended time. 
Does the salesman re- 
alize when he Is closing a sale with 
a customer that he is virtually lend- 
ing that customer a sum of money 
equal to the value of the goods for 
the period that shall elapse before 
payment Is made? 
And does the buy- 
er realize that in asking for credit, 
be It only for ten days, he Is asking 
the seller the favor of a cash loan? 
A realization of this actual relation- 
ship between buyer and seller would 
lead to greater self-respect and 
firm- 
ness on the part of the seller, and 
what is more important, fewer losses; 
while there is many a buyer whose 
attitude toward the seller would bo 
vastly Improved by a recognition of 
this homely truth, and 
who 
would 
steer his course clear of many a dan- 
gerous financial rock thereby.—Credit 
Men's Bulletin.

In describing the cultivation of a 
hardy variety of rubber tree in Cuba, 
a writer in the National Magazine of 
Cuba says that It Is advisable to plant 
the small trees about six metres apart. 
In this way, at the age of 15 or 20 
years 
the 
trees 
having 
reached 
a 
height of say thirty feet, do not inter- 
fere with minor 
cultivations. 


While the trees are reaching matur- 
ity, the grower can raise beans, kid- 
ney beans, nuts or cassavas, malanga, 
cotton and maize. 
The pineapple will 
make profitable interpolated crop. 


The caoutchouc requires no cultl 
vation, the grass and the vegetation 
assisting the young plant, and when 
older the shade eliminates all useless 
grasses and herbs, 
The tree can be 
tapped at the fifth year, but more sat 
isfactory results will be attained by 
waiting until the sixth year, and then, 
instead of abstracting two or three 
pounds of juice, it is prudent to take 
no more than one to one and a half 
pounds, according to the development 
of the tree an average of one and a 
half pounds would be very reasonable. 


If methodically handled, the rubber 
tree is extremely long lived, and from 
eighth 
to tenth 
years the tree will

In describing the cultivation of a 
hardy variety of rubber tree in Cuba, 
a writer in the National Magazine of 
Cuba says that it is advisable to plant 
the small trees about six metres apart. 
In this way, at the age of 15 or 20 
years the trees having reached a 
height of say thirty feet, do not inter­ 
fere with minor cultivations. 
Wliile the trees are reaching matur­ 
ity, the grower can raise beans, kid­ 
ney beans, nuts or cassavas, malanga. 
cotton and maize. The pineapple will 
make profitable interpolated crop. 
The caoutchouc requires no culti­ 
vation, the grass and the vegetation 
assisting the young plant, and when 
older the shade eliminates all useless 
grasses and herbs, 
The tree can be 
tapped at the fifth year, but more sat­ 
isfactory results will be attained by 
waiting until the sixth year, and then, 
instead of abstracting two or three 
pounds of juice, it is prudent to take 
no more than one to one and. a half 
pounds, according to the development 
of the tree an average of one and a 
half pounds would be very reasonable.

stable, with the stable door closed but an 
upper door to the feeding entry was open. 
When Mn Brown went to the stable he 
noticed a wound in the animal's lip but 
presumed it had been ci\used by a protrud- 
ing nail, but it is now most certain that 
the dog had jumped into the entry and 
snapped the marc in the hp. 
The wound 
inflicted healed. 
The animal had been 
used ever since and on Thursday was giv- 
en exercise but upon returning to the sta- 
ble it was noticed that something was 
wrong, as the animal began pawing and 
rubbing the lip where it had been bitten, 
Friday morning Mr. Brown summoned a 
Veterinary and medicine was prescribed 
but the symptoms were not pronounced 
those of hydrophobia.

When Mn Brown went to the stable he 
noticed a w’ound in tho animal’s lip but 
presumed it had been a\used by a protrud­ 
ing nail, but it is now most certain that 
tho dog had jumped into tho entry and 
snapped the marc in tho lip.

Somotliing Must Ho Found and Found 
at Once as a Paper Substitute. 
One of those things for whose pres- 
ent rise in price there is a real rea- 
son is tho wood pulp paper from 
which newspapers are made, declares 
the New Haven Register. 
The pro- 
ducers of this sort of paper tell a 
discouraging tale and spread out an 
alarming prospect. 
As most persons 
know, practically all newspapers to- 
day use this pulp paper, made en- 
tirely frofm the spruce of our Nor- 
thern forests. 
For every week day 
of tho year 1,7G5,000 feet of timber 
is used in paper, and as all the news- 
papers which print Sunday editions 
use more paper than on other days, 
the aggregate amount useu on Sun- 
day alone consumes all the timber 
that can be cut from thousands of 
acres. 


Under the conditions, it is no won- 
der that the price of news paper is 
steadily rising. 
Where a year ago 
it could be contracted for at two 
cents a pound, the mills are now 
loath to set any contract price for 
as long a time as a year. 
While in 
very large quantities it may now be 
obtained at slightly ovei* that price, 
its lowest quotation is two and one- 
half cents, and the price ranges up 
to three cents a pound, with talk of 
four or even six centa as a not dis- 
tant price. 


In such a case it Is easy to see 
what is soon to become of the one 
cent newspaper. 
There are 
scores 
of newspapers in the country which, 
even at the former prices of paper, 
have daily put out editions whose 
paper alone cost them considerably 
more than they received out of the 
one cent charged. 
With paper in- 
creased even fifty per cent. In price, 
this will simply be impossible. 


But this is ont the worst. 
Unless 
the 
situation 
is exaggerated—and 
the ordinary 
observer 
knows that 
there is too much truth in tho grow- 
ing dearth of timber—there is pros- 
pect in the not distant future of wood 
pulp becoming so scarce as to pro- 
hibit its use for news paper. 
Some- 
thing must 
bo found to take 
its 
place, and found at once. 
The prob- 
lem for the inventor js an imperative 
and 
immediate 
one.—New 
Haven 
Register,

lileaching Flour. 


Although the uses of butter color 
are well known, the public is not 
generally awaro of tho c.\istence of 
Hour bleaches. 
Certain 
high-grade 
flours 
aro decidedly 
yellow when 
first 
milled, and the yellow tint is 
discernible after months of exposure 
to sunlight. 
Therefore, the millers 
resort to 
electrical 
and chemical 
methods of bleaching, for which tho 
manufacturers of the processes claim 
virtues of 
increasing 
the keeping 
quality and £he nutritive aud bread- 
makiug properties of the ilour. 
But 
some of tho processes, such as bleach- 
ing by nitric acid, have been con- 
demned as injurious to health, 


Mr, P. J. Alway, of the Nebraska 
E.iperlment Station, has tested 100 
samples of variously bleached 
flour, 
and found, quite naturally, that it 
gave the whiter loaf, but no differ- 
ence was discovered in texture, odor 
or taste from tho unbleached speci- 
mens. 
The color of low grades, how- 
ever, was more unattractive than be- 
fore, while tho baking test showed 
that tho use of more than a certaia 
proportion of nitrogen peroxide was 
objectionable. 
But 
as 
excessive 
amounts of the bleaching agent in- 
jured the color, thus lowering tho 
marlcet value of the flour, Mr. Alway 
concludes that there is little danger 
to the public in overtreating flour by 
''is method,—New York Times.

"Dy what authority came the word 
chauffeur io be folBted on an Eng- 
liuh-speakinpj pu-bllc?" 
The question 
is Often asked privately and from 
timo to time some indignant pure- 
speech-loving enthusiast echoes the 
same query through the columns of 
tho daily press, with an appeal to the 
potentate of the blue pencil to use all 
his power and Influence to extermin- 
ate the foreign intruder. 


There are about 
a 
do^en 
other 
words, as foreign to the average man 
ton years ago as ancient Greek, which 
havo gradually slipped into everyday 
use until to-day they pass unques- 
tioned, aud have, by their mere per- 
sistence, earned a place for them- 
selves in the latest editions of na- 
tional dictionaries. 


It is one of the rules of life that a 
nation which has the honor of intro- 
ducing anything new in any depart- 
ment of activity should Impose Its 
own nomenclature. 
There are suiTi- 
clent examples in our own products 
adopted by speakers of other tongues 
and allowed to retain their 
native 
names to warrant accepting a few 
from outside. 
Because France got a 
few years* advance on the world in 
the Introduction of the automobile 
she had to supply a new set of terms 
to cover the nakedness of her new 
creation. 
"Automobile" 
suggested 
Itself, nothing being simpler than the 
combination of auto—self and mobile 
—moving. 
But before 
automobile 
was allowed to pass as a substantive 
it was used in connection with car- 
riage, the new vehicle being a voituro 
automobile, or automobile carriage. 
As every noun in French must be of 
cither masculine or feminine gender 
It had to be decided which class au- 
tomobile should go Into. 
As voiture 
is feminine some declared that auto- 
mobile should be of the gentle sex, 
too; others took up the opposite side, 
and an academic division was pro- 
duced. 
Even now it is not certain in 
the land of its creation whether an 
automobile is a "she" or a "he." 


"Chauffeur" is an interloper—an 
interloper who cannot give one solid 
reason why he should have been al- 
lowed to creep into the automobile 
language. 
Before self-moving road 
vehicles came Into being chauffeurs 
were found only on railroad engines, 
steamships and stationary steam en- 
gines, their duties being to feed their 
charges with coal. 
Why the driver 
of an automobile should have been 
called a chauffeur It is dlífícult to 
understand, 
for 
his 
prototype 
on 
steam engines had nothing whatever 
to do with driving, that task being 
left to the mecanlclen, and even the 
first automobiles, crude as they were, 
had little In common with a stoke- 
hole. 


The further one goes back the less 
glorious is the ancestry of the chauf- 
feur. 
In the dark days of the French 
revolution armed bands took advan- 
tage of the weakened executive pow- 
er to roam through the land and rob 
all and sundrj'. 
A favorite method 
of persuasion when the terrified na- 
tives refused to reveal the spot in 
which their treasure was hidden, was 
to chauffe or burn the feet of the un- 
fortunate^. 
Frequently, 
in 
those 
cold winter nights the chaufferette 
or bed warmer, was seized upon as 
the convenient instrument of 
tor- 
ture. 
So extensive were the depre- 
dations of these bands that for a 
time chauffeur and brigand were sy- 
nonymous terms. 
^ A garage is merely a shelter, with 
nothing in its make-up to indicate 
that It has any connection with auto- 
mobiles. 
The connection is easy to 
see between garage and gare, a rail- 
road station. 
A garage line on the 
railroad Is merely a siding; when it 
was necessary to christen the home 
of tho automobile, it was more nat- 
ural that tho locomotive should be 
godfather and not tho horse stable. 


As at present applied, chassis is 
just a little younger than the auto- 
mobile industry. 
In earlier days it 
designated any kind of wood or metal 
frame, from 
a 
wooden 
cucumber 
frame to tho metal framework of a 


railroad coach. 
It Is only by common 
consent that chassis has obtained its 
^present-day significance; originally It 
meant the side members and cross 
sections, nothing more in fact than 
the framework on which the mechan- 
ical organs aro attached. 
Little by 
little its field of influence was en- 
larged, until now it is generally un- 
derstood to mean the entire mechani- 
cal part of the automobile. 
Whether 
used in the singular or the plural, 
Its termination is the same, chasses, 
which occasionally finds Its way into 
print, being altogether incorrect. 


Georges ITullller, one of the direc- 
tors of the Mors factory, In Paris, is 
responsible for elevating the tonneau 
from a humble field of usefulness as 
a wooden cylindrical 
chamber 
for 
containing wine or beer, into a dig- 
nified position as part of the automo- 
bile, 
At a time when 
automobilo 
carriage work was without form and 
void, Ilullller produced a new design 
of body 
with 
rear 
entrance 
and 
rounded ends, to be fitted 
• on tho 
chassis in the rear of the driver's 
seat. 
Roughly it resembled a barrel 
cut across the middle; as no more 
suitable term could be discovered. It 
was called a barrel—for tonneau Is 
merely tho French for barrel—and 
has remained a tonneau, in the Eng- 
lish language, despite radical changes 
in its design. In French modern side- 
entrance touring cars have ceased to 
bo known as tonneaux, the type de- 
veloped from the rear-entrance bar- 
rel-shaped 
body 
being 
a 
double 
phaeton. 


Down In the old-world Department 
of Correze, in France, known under 
the old regime as Bas-Llmousin, the 
peasants 
vvear a heavy full footed 
wooden sabot, known locally as a 
limousine. 
The district has also a 
particular type of closed carriage, a 
sort of small stage coach, the design 
of which, in this unchanging country, 
has probably not l^een modified In 
ages. 
A coachbullder from Limoges 
established himself in Paris, produced 
a new type of open vehicle and named 
it limousine in honor of his home- 
land. 
From 
an open vehicle 
tho 
name began to mean a completely 
closed carriage and with the autromo- 
bile its importance has grown until 
now it designates the most luxurious 
typo of touring body; the peasant's 
wooden shoo, however, has not re- 
nounced its right to the title. 


Bavaria appears to have given birth 
to the landaulet, with a type oZ ve- 
hicle fitted with a folding top, and 
known as a Landau, after the town 
of Landau, In which it originated. 
It was modified, slightly reduced in 
size, and a few more letters added to 
Its title. 
Taximeter had to be crcated 
to meet a modei'n need for a handy 
term to designate a vehicle that v/ill 
doubtless play an Important part In 
every-day 
life. 
Somo 
advertising 
agonts appear to have assumed that 
a taximeter is a special type of auto- 
mobilo, forgetting that the box of 
clockwork in Itself no more modifies 
the vehicle on which it is placed 
than the gas meter changes the na- 
ture of the gas. 
It is merely a com- 
bination of taxi, a tax, aud metre, 
a measure of distance, 
designating 
the instrument which taxes accord- 
ing to distance. 
On Its Introduction 
It occasioned a little trouble, some 
users being in tavor of taxametre and 
others claiming taximetre; after some 
discussion etymologists declared the 
latter form the only correct one, and 
it has remained. 


Jerome Cardan has long laid In his 
unknown resting place, and his math- 
ematical researches have so passed 
into the sea of knowledge as to be 
almost forgotten.as individual efforts. 
Tho universal joint which his fertile 
brain created, and which was 
first 
known as Cardan's joint or joint a la 
Cardan, was never in danger of dying 
out, but its application was somewhat 
limited and its admirers were few 
until the automobile came along and 
brought it into public favor, four cen- 
turies after the death of its inventor. 
—Tho Automobile.

the 
prisoner 
of 
Polctlers, to his fool, 
Jehan Arcemalle. 
So dear was Call- 
lette, his official jester, to Francis I. 
that when death had removed him 
from his post the King paid to his 
memory the unwelcome compliment 
of Insisting that his son, made after 
quite another pattern and regarding 
tho calling with abhorrence, should 
carry on the family tradition by as- 
suming the cap and bells. Of Charles 
V. of France It Is recorded that he 
maintained at his court a number of 
the craft, with whom, his morning 
devotions concluded, he was accus- 
tomed to exchange "paroles joyeuses 
et honnestes" before proceeding to 
the more serious occupations of the 
day. 
Poor 
mad 
Charles VI. sur- 
rounded himself with jesters, hoping 
thus to find a means of distraction 
from his melancholy; and, to coma 
to a prince of the Church, so close 
and Intimate was the tie 
uniting 
Pope Leo X, and his favorite buffoon 
that the latter assisted at his death- 
bed, and 
has 
been 
asserted—one 
would 
hope 
erroneously—to 
have 
been the sole watcher there.

rreserving Shingles, 


Tho Forest Service has studied the 
shingle problem along with that of 
tho preservation of farm timber. 
It 
is found that shingles treated with 
creosote by a special process which 
tho service has invented warp but 
little and 
decay slowly, 
because 
Water is kept out of the tissues of 
tho wood, 
Ono such roof will out- 
last two or three left in tho natural 
state to curl, spring leaks and fall 
to pieces. 
Tho creosote used is noth- 
ing more than dead oil of coal tar, 
but it keeps water from entering tho 
pores of the wood and render it im- 
mune 
to 
decay 
for a long time, 
A 
roof 
of 
that 
kind 
costs 
a 
little 
more 
at 
first, 
but 
it 
cheaper in tho 
long 
run. 
Woods 
which aro usually classed as inferior, 
such as loblolly pine, beech, syca- 
more and others which are quick de- 
caying, readily tako tho preservative 
treatment and are given a largely in- 
creased value. 


The 
preserving 
apparatus 
Is 
neither expensive nor hard to oper- 
ate, 
One such outfit will serve sev- 
eral farmers. 
The main items are 
an iron tank (an old engine boiler 
will do J, with preservative fiuld in 
it and a firo under it, and another 
tank of cold preservative. 
The shin- 
gles of other woods to be treated 
are immersed for a sufiiclent time in 
the hot creosote aud then in 
the 
cold. 
Full aetails of the operation 
aro given to applicants for informa- 
tion by tho Forest Service at Wash- 
ington,—Harper's Weekly^.

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A PROBLEM FOR THE IXVEXTOR. 


Something Must Be Found and Foiind 
at Once as a Paper Substitute. 
One of those things for whose pres­ 
ent rise in price there is a real rea­ 
son is tho wood pulp paper from 
which newspapers are made, declares 
the New Haven Register. 
The pro­ 
ducers of this sort of paper tell a 
discouraging tale and spread out an 
alarming prospect. 
As most persons 
know, practically all newspapers to­ 
day use this pulp paper, made en­ 
tirely frofm the spruce of our Nor­ 
thern forests. 
For every week day 
of tho year 1,7G5,000 feet of timber 
is used in paper, and as all the news­ 
papers which print Sunday editions 
use more paper than on other days, 
the aggregate amount useu on Sun­ 
day alone consumes all the timber 
that can be cut from thousands of 
acres. 
Under the conditions, it is no won­ 
der that the price of news paper is 
steadily rising. 
Where a year ago 
It could be contracted for at two 
cents a pound, the mills are now 
loath to set any contract price for 
as long a time as a year. 
\Vhile in 
very large quantities it may now be 
obtained at slightly over that price, 
its lowest quotation is two and one- 
half cents, and the price ranges up 
to three cents a pound, with talk of 
four or even six cents as a not dis­ 
tant price. 
In such a case it is easy to see 
\vhat is soon to become of the one 
cent newspaper. 
There are scores 
of newspapers in the country which, 
even at the former prices of paper, 
have daily put out editions whose 
paper alone cost them considerably 
more than they received out of the 
one cent charged. 
With paper in­ 
creased even fifty per cent, in price, 
this will simply be impossible. 
But this is ont the worst. 
Unless 
the 
situation 
is exaggerated—and 
the ordinary 
observer 
knows that 
there is too much truth in tho grow­ 
ing dearth of timber— there is pros­ 
pect in the not distant future of wood 
pulp becoming so scarce as to pro­ 
hibit its use for news paper. 
Some­ 
thing must bo found to take its 
place, and found at once. 
The prob­ 
lem for the inventor is an imperative 
and 
immediate 
one.— New 
Haven 
Register. 


Bleaching Flour. 
Although the uses of butter color 
are well kno\vn, the public is not 
generally awaro of the e.xistence of 
fiour bleaches. 
Certain high-grade 
fiours 
aro decidedly 
yellow when 
first milled, and the yellow tint is 
discernible after months of exposure 
to sunlight. 
Therefore, the millers 
resort to 
electrical 
and chemical 
methods of bleaching, for which tho 
manufacturers of the processes claim 
virtues of 
increasing 
tho keeping 
quality and ¿he nutritive and bread- 
making properties of tho fiour. 
But 
some of tho processes, such as bleach­ 
ing by nitric acid, have been con­ 
demned as injurious to health. 
Mr, F. J. Alway, of the Nebraska 
Experiment Station, has tested 100 
samples of variously bleached fiour, 
and found, quite naturally, that it 
gave the whiter loaf, but no dift’er- 
ence was discovered in texture, odor 
or taste from tho unbleached speci­ 
mens, The color of low grades, how­ 
ever, was more unattractive than be­ 
fore, while tho baking test showed 
that tho use of more than a certaia 
proportion of nitrogen peroxide was 
objectionable. 
But 
as 
excessive 
amounts of the bleaching agent in­ 
jured tJie color, thus lowering the 
market value of the fiour, Mr. Alway 
concludes that there is little danger 
to the public in overtreating flour by 
'■ ‘is method,— New York Times. 


Stung. 


**By what authority calne the word 
chauffeur to be foisted on an Eng­ 
lish-speaking pn-bllc?’* 
Tho qtiestion 
is bften asked privately and from 
timo to time some indignant pure- 
speech-loving enthusiast echoes the 
same query through the columns of 
the daily press, with an appeal to the 
potentate of the blue pencil to use all 
Ills power and influence to extermin­ 
ate the foreign intruder. 
There are about a do7on other 
words, as foreign to the average man 
ten years ago as ancient Greek, which 
havo gradually slipped into everyday 
use until to-day they pass unques­ 
tioned, and have, by their mere per­ 
sistence, earned a place for them­ 
selves in the latest editions of na­ 
tional dictionaries. 
It Is one of the rules of life that a 
nation which has the honor of Intro­ 
ducing anything new in any depart­ 
ment of activity should Impose Its 
own nomenclature. 
There are sufíl- 
cient examples in our own products 
adopted by speakers of other tongues 
and allowed to retain their native 
names to warrant accepting a few 
from outside. 
Because France got a 
few years’ advance on the world In 
the Introduction of the automobile 
she had to supply a new set of terms 
to cover the nakedness of her new 
creation, 
‘‘Automobile” 
suggested 
itself, nothing being simpler than the 
combination of auto—self and mobile 
— moving. 
But before automobile 
was allowed to pass as a substantive 
it was used in connection with car­ 
riage, the new vehicle being a volturo 
automobile, or automobile carriage. 
As every noun in French must be of 
either masculine or feminine gender 
It had to be decided which class au­ 
tomobile should go Into. 
As volture 
is feminine some declared that auto­ 
mobile should be of the gentle sex. 
too; others took up the opposite side, 
and an academic division was pro­ 
duced. 
Even now it Is not certain in 
the land of its creation whether an 
automobile Is a ‘*she” or a “he.” 
"Chauffeur” Is an interloper— an 
interloper who cannot give one solid 
reason why he should have been al­ 
lowed to creep Into the automobile 
language. 
Before self-moving road 
vehicles came into being chauffeurs 
were found only on railroad engines, 
steamships and stationary steam en­ 
gines, their duties being to feed their 
charges with coal. 
Why the driver 
of an automobile should have been 
called a chauffeur It is dlfllcult to 
understand, 
for his 
prototype 
on 
steam engines had nothing whatever 
to do with driving, that task being 
left to the mecaniclen, and even the 
first automobiles, crude as they were, 
had little In common with a stoke­ 
hole. 
The further one goes back the less 
glorious Is the ancestry of the chauf­ 
feur. In the dark days of the French 
revolution armed bands took advan­ 
tage of the weakened executive pow­ 
er to roam through the land and rob 
all and sundry. 
A favorite method 
of persuasion when the terrified na­ 
tives refused to reveal the spot in 
which their treasure was hidden, was 
to chauffe or burn the feet of the un­ 
fortunate^. 
Frequently, 
in 
those 
cold winter nights the chaufferette 
or bed warmer, was seized upon as 
the convenient Instrument of tor­ 
ture. 
So extensive were the depre­ 
dations of these bands that for a 
time chauffeur and brigand were sy­ 
nonymous terms. 
^ 
A garage is merely a shelter, with 
nothing in its make-up to indicate 
that it has anj*' connection with auto­ 
mobiles. 
The connection is easy to 
see between garage and gare, a rail­ 
road station. 
A garage line on the 
railroad is merely a siding; when it 
was necessary to christen the home 
of tho automobile, it was more nat­ 
ural that tho locomotive should be 
godfather and not the horse stable. 
As at present applied, chassis is 
just a little younger than the auto­ 
mobile industry. 
In earlier days it 
designated any kind of w^ood or metal 
frame, from 
a

Roughly it resembled a barrel 
cut across the middle; as no more 
suitable term could be discovered, it 
was called a barrel— for tonneau Is 
merely the French for barrel— and 
has remained a tonneau. In the Eng­ 
lish language, despite radical changes 
In Its design. In French modern side- 
entrance touring cars have ceased to 
be known as tonneaux, the type de­ 
veloped from the rear-entrance bar­

being

Down in the old-world Department 
of Correze, in France, known under 
the old regime as Bas-Llmousln, the 
peasants ivear a heavy full footed 
wooden sabot, known locally as a 
limousine. 
The district has also a 
particular type of closed carriage, a 
sort of small stage coach, the design 
of which, in this unchanging country, 
has probably not l^een modified In 
ages. 
A coachbullder from Limoges 
established himself In Paris, produced 
a new type of open vehicle and named 
It limousine in honor of his home­ 
land. 
From an open vehicle the 
name began to mean a completely 
closed carriage and with the autromo- 
bile its importance has grown until 
now It designates the most luxurious 
typo of touring body; the peasant’s 
wooden shoe, however, has not re­ 
nounced its right to the title. 
Bavaria appears to have given birth 
to the landaulet, with a type of ve­ 
hicle fitted with a folding top, and 
known as a Landau, after the town 
of Landau, In which it originated. 
It was modified, slightly reduced in 
size, and a few more letters added to 
its title. Taximeter had to be crcated 
to meet a modern need for a handy 
term to designate a vehicle that v/ill 
doubtless play an important part In 
every-day 
life. 
Some 
advertising 
agents appear to have assumed that 
a taximeter is a special type of auto­ 
mobile, forgetting that the box of 
clockwork in itself no more modifies 
the vehicle on which it is placed 
than the gas meter changes the na­ 
ture of the gas. 
It Is merely a com­ 
bination of taxi, a tax, and metre, 
a measure of distance, designating 
the Instrument which taxes accord­ 
ing to distance. 
On Its Introduction 
It occasioned a little trouble, some 
users being In tavor of taxametre and 
others claiming taximetre; after some 
discussion etymologists declared the 
latter form the only correct one, and 
it has remained. 
Jerome Cardan has long laid in his 
unknown resting place, and his math­ 
ematical researches have so passed 
into the sea of knowledge as to be 
almost forgotten.as individual efforts. 
The universal joint which his fertile 
brain created, and which was first 
known as Cardan’s joint or joint a la 
Cardan, w'as never in danger of dying 
out, but its application w\as somewhat 
limited and its admirers were few 
until the automobile came along and 
brought it into public favor, four cen­ 
turies after the death of its inventor,

Preserving Shingles, 
Tho Forest Service has studied the 
shingle problem along with that of 
tho preservation of farm timber. 
It 
is found that shingles treated with 
creosote by a special process which 
tho service has invented warp but 
little and 
decay slowly, 
because 
Water is kept out of the tissues of 
tho wood, 
Ono such roof will out­ 
last two or three left in tho natural 
state to curl, spring leaks and fall 
to pieces. The creosote used is noth­ 
ing more than dead oil of coal tar, 
but it Jceeps water from entering the 
pores of the wood and render it im­ 
mune 
to 
decay 
for a long time, 
A 
roof 
of 
that 
kind 
costs 
a 
little 
more 
at 
first, 
but 
it

cheaper in tho 
long run. 
Woods 
which are usually classed as inferior, 
such as loblolly pine, beech, syca­ 
more and others which are quick de­ 
caying, readily tako the preservative 
treatment and aro given a largely in­ 
creased value. 
The 
preserving 
apparatus 
is 
neither expensive nor hard to oper­ 
ate. 
One such outfit will servo sev­ 
eral farmers. 
The main items are

will do), with preservative fiuid in

The vicissitudes of a submarine ca- 
ble are maJiy. 
It may be torn by 
an anchor, crushed by a rock or ser- 
iously damaged by a coral reef such 
as abound in the tropics. 
Some of 
the growths often found on a cable 
tend 
to 
decay 
the 
iron 
-sheathing 
wires. 
Then, again a cable is some- 
times 
severed 
by 
a 
seaquake. 
It 
may 
be 
fatally 
attacked 
by 
the 
snout of a sawfish or by the 
spike 
of a swordfish. 


But perhaps tho little animal tliat

Tliis little beast is intensely

where gutta percha- is

The two «tory frnmc dwelling house 
Md frfttne bnrn of Ellas Gobrecht, one 
mile enst of Nhcc*^ store, West Manheim 
towuiship, York county» was totally de 
stroyed by fire about 1 .o’cloctk Friday 
morning, enlailiui^ a loss 
about $2000
